The 
government today reported 
the 
economy advanced at a rapid rate of 
14.3 per cent during the first quarter of 
the year, with inflation soaring at a 
rate of 6 per cent. 
The Commerce Department said the 
country’s gross national product rose 
$40.6 billion from January through 
March to reach a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate of $1,235 trillion. 
The increase compares with a GNP 
advance in the fourth quarter of last 
year of $30.9 billion or ll per cent at an 
annual rate. 
The gross national product is the 
value of the nation’s output of goods 
and services and is the broadest in­ 
dication of the economy’s per­ 
formance. 
Without the rate of inflation of 6 per 
cent, the real output during the first 
quarter was 7.9 per cent, compared 
with real growth of 8 per cent in the 
fourth quarter of 1972. 
But the rate of inflation of 6 per cent 
during the period was bad news for the 


economy. It was the biggest quarterly 
jump since the fourth quarter of 1970 
when it was 6.3 per cent. 
The 14.3 per cent increase in the 
GNP equaled the increase in the first 
quarter of 1971 when the’ economy was 
recovering from a General Motors 
strike and from a recession. 
One factor contributing to the big 
increase was a sharp rise in consumer 
spending which makes two thirds of 
the 
G N P. 
The 
administration 
originally had projected a $35 billion 
increase in GNP for the quarter. 
The percentage increase tor the first 
quarter is not itself a record. There 
was a 14.3 per cent increase in the first 
quarter of 1971 and a 14.7 per cent 
advance in early 1951. 
The consumer price index, a 
measure of retail price trends, will be 
released Friday and that also is ex­ 
pected to show a sharp increase, 
especially 
because 
the 
March 
wholesale price index advanced 2.2 per 
cent, the highest rate since the Korean 
war. 
Extended Controls 
Facing Disaster? 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Wages and 
prices break loose from government 
controls in ll days unless Congress can 
do in one day what it has failed to do in 
three months. 


“ We’re flirting with disaster,” Sen. 
W illiam Proxm ire, D-Wis., said 
Wednesday after the Senate killed a 
parliamentary move on the bill to ex­ 
tend President Nixon’s wage-price 
control authority. 
Ervin Eyes 
Nixon Claim 


DAVIDSON, N.C. (A P ) - Sen. Sam 
J. Ervin Jr. says the special Senate 
Watergate investigating committee he 
heads will make the final decision on 
whether White House aides called to 
testify will be permitted to sidestep 
questions. 


In announcing on Tuesday that his 
aides would be free to testify before the 
Ervin committee, President Nixon 
said he was still reserving executive 
privilege and that it may be “ asserted 
during the course of questioning as to 
any question.” 


Nixon previously had said that under 
the doctrine of executive privilege he 
would not permit aides to testify before 
the panel. 


Ervin told newsmen here Wed­ 
nesday that the President had agreed 
to let White House aides testify before 
the committee probing the break-in 
and bugging at Democratic national 
headquarters 
in 
Washington’s 
Watergate complex last year because 
“ he knew he was wrong.” 


But the North Carolina Democrat 
said the President’s action in rever­ 
sing his decision represented “ not a 
victory for Congress so much as for 
constitutional government and the 
American people.”

'Hie action came before the Senate 
recessed until April 30— the day the 
controls expire—for Easter vacation. 
The move rejected by the Senate, 35 
to 31, would have sent the bill back to a 
House-Senate conference committee. 
Sen. John J. Sparkman, D-Ala., 
promoted the move after GOP leaders 
predicted the legislation would lose in 
the House. All Republicans on the 
conference committee, except Sen. 
Robert Packwood of Oregon, refused 
Tuesday to sign the report recom­ 
mending that both houses accept 
legislation extending the President’s 
control authority. 
Particu larly, 
the 
Republicans 
disliked one provision that would 
require companies to reveal publicly 
their justification for raising prices, 
Proxmire said. 
Also attached as riders to the wage- 
price extension—and objected to by 
Republicans—were 
amendments 
providing the President with authority 
to ration fuels, and to exempt more 
working poor from wage controls. 
Though the House is in session today, 
it plans no action on wage-price con­ 
trols. Anyway, the legislation cannot 
be sent to the President until the 
Senate acts on it finally, too. 
Thus, the possibility was created 
that labor and industry would be free 
of any wage-price limitations May I, 
unless the situation can be resolved 
when both houses return April 30. 
The legislation has been moving 
through tile congressional mill since 
the session began in January. 
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Mitchell And Dean 
Linked To Watergate

The 
Watergate spy team was commanded 
by two leading Nixon administration 
officials who later tried to buy the 
silence of the arrested conspirators, 
the Washington Post says. 
Jeb Stuart Magruder, former No. 2 
man in the Nixon re-election cam­ 
paign, will tell a federal grand jury 
today that former Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell and present White House 
Counsel John W. Dean III planned and 
approved 
the 
bugging 
raid 
on 
Democratic 
national 
headquarters, 
the Post said in today’s edition. 
Magruder already has given his 
account to federal prosecutors, the 
newspaper reported. 
Dean soon will resign and his 


example may well be followed by H R. 
Haldeman, White House chief of staff, 
the jxiper quoted executive branch 
sources as saying. 
The Washington Post, quoting 
sources, said in today’s edition that 
criminal indictments are expected for 
both Mitchell and Dean as a result of 
Magnifier’s statements. Magruder is 
scheduled to repeat his testimony un­ 
der oath to the grand 
jury 
in­ 
vestigating the Watergate affair. 
Mitchell dismissed the Post report 
as "nonsense.'’ Dean and Magruder 
could not be reached for comment 
early today. 
“ This gets a little sillier as it goes 
along, doesn’t it?” Mitchell told a 
reporter as he left his New York City 


apartment this morning and was asked 
about the Post report, i ve nad a good 
night’s sleep and haven’t heard any of 
this nonsense." He appeared relaxed 
as In* I warded a chauffeured station 
wagon and lit his pipe. 
The White House refused immediate 
comment on details of the report. 
However, Deputy White House lYess 
Secretary Gerald L. Warren said, 
“The White House is not prepared to 
react to a story based on sources. At a 
time when the rights of individuals 
would not be jeopardised by a com­ 
ment, an appropriate comment will be 
made.” 
Devan Shumway, spokesman for tin* 
Committee for the Reelection of tile 
Resident, said ho was not in a position 


to comment on the Post story or to 
indicate any knowledge of whether 
indictments or resignations were 
imminent. 
Magruder told the prosecutors, the 
Post said, that he was present at a 
February 1972 meeting in Mitchell’s 
Justice Department office attended 
also by tile attorney general. Dean, 
and G. Gordon I.iddy, one of seven men 
convicted in the conspiracy. 
’Hie allegations came on the heels of 
President Nixon’s statement Tuesday 
that his own month-long investigation 
liad exposed “ major new develop­ 
ments” in Uh* case, Nixon said any 
White House aide indicted in the affair 
would lie suspended immediately and 
any convicted would be fired. 
Nixon-Congress Dispute Remains 


WASHINGTON (A P) - President 
Nixon’s insistence on broad authority 
for executive silence began at the 
Watergate’s edge—but gave way to 
compromise amid a tide of con­ 
gressional and political protest. 
His decision to permit testimony by 
his aides in the Senate’s Watergate 
investigation averts what could have 
been a constitutional showdown on the 
doctrine of executive privilege. 
But that issue hasn’t gone away. And 
there remain disputes over 
war- 
making powers and presidential 
authority to undo programs enacted by 
Congress. 
All three involve what the Con­ 
stitution says and what it means. 
As lawyer, candidate and President, 
Nixon 
has 
pronounced 
himself 
dedicated to a strict interpretation of 
the Constitution. He set that as hts test 
for Supreme Court nominees. 
The current controversies between 
Congress and the White House hinge on 
who does the interpreting. Presidential 
authority in the areas of executive 
finvilege, undeclared war and the 
impoundment of appropriated funds 
involves powers that are implied, not 
spelled out, in the Constitution. 
Before he became President, Nixon 
criticized the Supreme Court 
for 
decisions he said moved 
it 
into 
lawmaking areas that really belonged 
to Congress. 
“ ... Under our Constitution, the true 
responsibility for writing the law is 
with Congress,” he said on July 7,1968. 
“ The responsibility for executing the 
law is with the executive and tile 
responsibility for interpreting the law 
resides in tile Supreme Court. I believe 
in a strict interpretation of the Su­ 
preme Court’s functions." 
Nixon critics contend now that his 
actions are blurring those lines of 
constitutional authority. 
Executive privilege is a doctrine— 
not a law—under which presidents 
have refused to permit congressional 
testimony by their aides. 
Earlier in the Watergate con­ 
troversy, Nixon expanded upon it to 
declare that past and present mem­ 
bers of his staff would decline to ap­ 
pear before formal 
sessions 
of 
congressional committees. The ad­ 
ministration said it could be invoked to 
cover any executive branch employe if 
the President decided silence was in 
order. 
In yielding to permit appearances, 
but not necessarily answers to all 
questions, in the Watergate in­ 
vestigation, Nixon said lie was making 
an exception, not dropping his rule. 
Pressure and protests from leading 
figures in his own Republican party 
preceded the shift by a President who 
once had challenged the Senate to a 


Supreme Court test on the issue. 
It could flare again another, lesser 
controversy, for the White House has 
cited executive privilege in refusing to 
give Congress records of government- 
financed travel during the 
1972 
presidential campaign. 
The war powers controversy arose 
time and again during the Vietnam 
conflict, and it has been revived by 
new U.S. bombing in (’amlxxlia and 
I .aos. 
Nixon critics contend he has no legal 
or constitutional authority for tlx* 
bombing, and tlx*re is a move un­ 
derway in tin* Senate* to ban it unless 
Congress specifically approves. 
'The administration has claimed 
authority for Indochina actions in the 


President*! constitutional role as 
commander in chief. 
"The administration’s constitutional 
authority to (xxiii) Cambodia rests on 
the circumstance tliat we are coming 
out of a 10-year period of conflict,’’ 
said Secretary of Defense Elliot L. 
Richardson “This is the windup.” 
That

in 
Congress. Sen. Walter F. Mandate, D- 
Miim., contended that any new at lion 
in Indochina is in effect a new war, 
requiring approval of Congress.

Massive Gilligan Budget Faces Surgery In GOP Senate 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Gov. 
John Gilligan’s $9.9 billion budget 
passed the Democratic-controlled 
House Wednesday and headed for the 
knife that the Republican-controlled 
Senate is certain to wield. 


Political 
leaders on 
both 
sides 
agreed the spending proposal for the 
next two years would eventually be 
decided by a joint House-Senate 
conference committee. 
Passage of the bill in the House 
marked the beginning of the Easter 
recess for the General Assembly. Both 
houses return May I. 


During the day, 241 bills were in­ 
troduced into the House and 103 in the 
Senate. Tile day marked the deadline 
for introduction of new measures. 
Republicans in the House, controlled 
by Democrats 58-41, called the budget 
a “ tax grab,” but could do nothing to 
stop it from passage. 
The vote was 56-39. 


Republicans, who control the Senate 
17-16, have already indicated they will 
concentrate on the upper chamber for 
changes in the bill. 


House Minority leader Charles F. 
Kurfess, R-83 Perrysburg, led the fight 
against the budget. He accused 
Gilligan of failing to keep tax reform 
promises of 1971 when the state income 
tax passed. 
Kurfess, who supported the income 
tax, 
along 
with 
12 other 
House 
Republicans, said Gilligan refused to 
correct inequities although he found 
$118 million in extra money from in­ 
come tax revenues. 


“ There it was, at the end of the 
rainbow,” said Kurfess of the extra 
money. “ What’s his excuse now.” 
House Finance Committee CTiair- 
man Myrl Shoemaker, I)-88 Bour­ 
ne Ville, who carried the bill on the 
floor, 
said 
it 
meets 
the 
.state’s 
education needs and provided money 


tor other areas. 
Shoemaker, a fiscal conservative, 
said attempts to change it would be 
“ irresponsible and foolhearty 
and 
probably subject to executive veto.” 
Republicans made several attempts 
to increase spending, but all were shot 
down. 


Following the budget vote, the House 
concurred in Senate amendments to 
the adm inistration’s $92.2 million 
federal revenue sharing bill. It now 
goes to Gilligan for signing into law. 
Democrats approved three amend­ 
ments to the budget, including one that 
excluded Youngstown State University 
from a freeze on student fees for the 
next two years. 


Rep. George D. Tablack, D-52 
Campbell, who sponsored the amend­ 
ment, said Youngstown had not had a 
boost in fees for three years. It will 
seek an increase from $150 to $189 a 
quarter, still within the state limit of 


$210.

Republicans sought to limit welfare 
appropriations to one year and make 
the budget fund a Vietnam veterans 
bonus, as well as appropriate* an extra 
$143.6 million for property tax relief 
All were shot down. 
'Hie* bill, as passed, contains $500,000 
to plan a “ consortium” medical school 
at Wright State University, Dayton, 
that would also serve Miami and 
Central State Universities.

WASHINGTON (API - President 
Nixon today sends Congress his 
proposed 
legislation 
replacing 
numerous specific community-aid 
programs with $2.3 billion a year in 
special revenue-sharing funds. 
“Tins aid will have no strings at­ 
tached as long as it is used for com­ 
munity development,” Nixon said last 
month in announcing his special 
revenue sharing proposal. 
“Your local leaders can go on 
spending it the way Washington was 
spending it if they like. But they would 
also be free to work out better plans 
without having to get Washington’s 
approval,” he continued. 
Nixon said the measure is intended 
to replace what he called “inflexible 
and fragmented” categorical grant-in- 
aid programs such as Model Cities and 
urban renewal plus projects providing 
grants for water and sewer projects, 
demolition, neighborhood facilities 
and rehabilitation work. 
Nixon first proposed the community 
development legislation in 1971 but 
failed to muster enough support in 
either the House fir the Senate. 
Among features of his new proposal 
are; 
—'Die money for cities and urban 
counties would be based on a formula 
reflecting community needs and there 
would be assurances tliat this would 
not be less than received under the 
previous programs. 
—Funding would be provided for 
smaller communities. 
- Win Ie activities now supported by 
categoric al grants may be continued, 
local leaders would determine whether 
to do so. 
—Recipients would be required to 
show the federal government only that 
they are complying 
with

For Triple 
Murders 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — "I didn’t 
know any of them,” Larry Delton 
Casey said after he* was charged with 
killing three persons and wounding two 
others during a shooting spree in a 
southwest Houston residential area. 
Two of tin* dead were children. 
“I didn’t really believe I had killed 
anybody. I didn’t realize what I was 
doing at the time,” tin* 21-year-old man 
told newsmen after his arrest Wednes­ 
day 
Police said Casey signed a statement 
admitting he drove a car through the 
Willowbend addition Wednesday firing 
a .22 rifle. He also admitted he killed a 
drive-in food store clerk during a $70 
robbery last Feb. 21, officers said. 
Tile dead in Wednesday’s shooting 
included Beulah K. Davis, 86; Jana 
Whatley, IO; and Claire Jakubowski, 5. 
Casey was charged with three counts 
of murder and two of assault to murder 
in Wednesday’s shootings and with 
murder and robbery by firearms in the 
earlier slaying. 
Casey 
blamed 
Wednesday’s 
shootings on a fight with his girl friend, 
a quantity of beer and marijuana and 
tile murder of his father.

It 
would present all kinds of problems 
Court Hears 
Rhodes Bid 
Arguments 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The Ohio 
Supreme Court Wednesday heard oral 
arguments on whether or not former 
Gov. James Rhodes can run for a third 
term under provisions of the state 
constitution. 


The Ohio Constitution as amended in 
1954 says no one “ shall hold the office 
of governor for a period longer than 
two successive terms of four years.” 


Rhodes served two terms from 1962 
to 1970. Earlier this year, he filed 
candidacy petitions with Secretary of 
State Ted Brown asking that he be 
placed on the May, 1974 primary ballot 
for a third term. 


Brown refused, 
citing the con­ 
stitutional amendment. Shortly af­ 
terward, 
Rhodes 
asked die Ohio 
Supreme Court for a writ of man­ 
damus forcing Brown to allow his 
candidacy. 
Rhodes’ attorney, I,arry H. Snyder, 
argued 
that 
the 
constitutional 
language was intended to mean only 
that no one could serve more than two 
terms in a row. 
Snyder said the key word in the 
amendment was “ period.” 
“ It indicates that the limitation here 
is on the duration that this office can be 
held at any one time,” Snyder said. 
“ But there is no limit on the number of 
times it can be held.” 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Thomas V. Martin 
argued on Brown’s behalf that if 
anyone had served two terms in a row, 
a third term at any time after that 
would in effect be “ a period longer 
than two successive terms.”

The Herrnstein Case 


According to friends of mine at 
Harvard, it is common knowledge on 
campus that since the publication of 
his article “ I.Q.” in the September, 
1971 issue of the Atlantic Monthly, 
psychology professor R. J. Herrastein 
has been subjected to constant 
harassment by campus radicals—his 
classroom 
invaded, 
hecklers 
ubiquitous, 
physical 
violence 
threatened, jostling in corridors, 
posters all over the place denouncing 
him as a racist, a fasc ist and so on. 
AII of this, as any teacher would 
realize, substantially crippled him as a 
teacher. As he now writes in a most 
disturbing article in the current issue 
of Commentary: “ My colleague and I 
tried to deliver our lectures as nor­ 
mally as we could, but we were 
fighting a 
losing 
battle. The at­ 
mosphere in the room was hardly 
conducive 
to 
the 
business 
of 
education.” 
That muc h, indeed, I had gathered 
from conversations with colleagues at 
Harvard. Hut what emerges from the 
Commentary article is evidence of a 
more general collapse of academic 
integrity. 
Now, it must lie said emphatically— 
and it is sad that at this late date it had 
to In* Stud at all that neither the1 
“ I.Q.” article nor any other part of 
Herrnstein’s work can fairly be called 
"racist.” 
The article begins with a scientific 
truism to the effect that I.Q. is in part, 
and perhaps in large part, inherited. It 
then goes on to make the interesting 
and speculative point that, this being

so, a public policy of maximizing 
“equality of opportunity" for all in­ 
dividuals would also have the effect of 
maximizing the influence of the 
genetic factor on social status. 
Herrnstein said nothing about race, 
and in fact he has repeatedly said that 
the relatively slow status of the blacks 
in comtemporary America is not in his 
view the result of inheritable in­ 
telligence factors. 
Yet all of this was swept away in a 
tide of irrationality. Herrnstein could 
not lecture at the University of Iowa on 
one rather esoteric subject—the 
learned responses of pigeoas—or on 
another such topic at Princeton: visual 
perception in pigeons. 
At Iowa, demonstrators from the 
entire region flooded the lec ture hall. 
The walls “ were festooned with 
placards denouncing me as racist, 
fascist, etc., and speakers were 
already addressing the cro w d - 
warming them up. . In the prep room, 
I asked the head of the campus police 
wliether he could assure my safety if I 
went into the lecture hall. In effect, he 
said no.” 
With this experience under his belt, 
Herrnstein approached the ITinceton 
engagement rather more tentatively. 
Campus radicals had been agitating 
there in advance. What measures did 
the university administration have in 
mind to assure not only decent con­ 
ditions for a lecture but the physical 
safety of the speaker? As a matter of 
fac t, none. “ Except for the department 
chairman’s avowed hope that I would 
Im* able to give my talk, the university 


adm inistration was going to do 
nothing. While I had no reason to 
doubt the sincerity of the department 
chan man’s avowed hopes, I 
con­ 
sidered them futile and therefore 
canceled my talk.” 
Princeton’s 
President 
Goheen 
subsequently rebuked only some 
conservative students who were in­ 
censed that the university had not, at 
the very least, exercised some moral 
and professional leadership. 
Herrnstein’s conclusions are any­ 
thing but reassuring. The liberal ad­ 
ministrators he had to deal with, he 
found, were at 
least 
platonically 
committed to his right to give his 
lecture. 
The adm inistrators, 
in 
private, freely conceded that nothing 
lie had written was either racist or 
fascist. But, and the “but” is ominous, 
neither were they willing to defend a 
man who had been defamed by the 
radicals. In practical terms, they 
simply opted out. Herrnstein began “to 
see that between the radicals and the 
liberal intellectual community there 
was a more subtle connection than I 
had at first appreciated.”

Speaking Of Your Health

While sewing some curtains made 
out of fibre glass I developed a terrible 
itch and irritating redness of the 
hands. 
Is it possible for someone to be 
allergic to this kind of material? 
Mrs.H.H.,Ind. 
Dear Mrs. H.: 
It is, of course, possible to be allergic 
to fibre glass as it is to almost every 
conceivable substance. The likelihood, 
however, is greater that tiny glass 
particles became embedded in your 
skin and caused the redness, the 
swelling, and the itching. This is not 
unusual. 
Great care must be taken in han­ 
dling this material while sewing or 
laundering, in order to prevent this 
reaction. 
Dr. Robert R. Tompkins, of Camp 
Hill, Pa., has devised a simple wasy to 
remove particles of fibre glass. He 
uses nonallergic adhesive tape and 
applies it to the skin area that has been 
exposed to fibre glass material. 
The tape is left on for 20 minutes to 
allow the fibre glass to become firmly 
embedded in the tape. When the tape is 
removed a soothing cortisone ointment 
is applied. The treatment is repeated if 
necessary. 


Chronic infection of the urinary 
bladder, known as cystitis, may 
produce stones as large as a plum. 
Sometimes a small stone may pass 
from the kidney into the bladder, and 
there create further enlargement of 
the stone. 


In older people, with problems of the 
prostate, urine may stagnate in the 
bladder because it is not completely 
emptied. This is another cause for 
stone formation. 
There are no chemical ways to 
dissolve these stones. They are 
removed by opening surgically the 
bladder. 
Another 
method, 
known 
as 
lithopaxy, breaks up the stones into 
small 
fragments 
which are 
then 
emptied out of the bladder. This is 
performed with a cystoscope which, 
too, is a surgical procedure. 
Once these stones are removed, the 
reason for their formation must be 
found in order to avoid recurrence. 


Can stones be removed from the 
bladder without surgery? 
Mr. T.E., R.I. 
Dear Mr. T.: 
Stones composed of calcium of uric 
acid and other minerals occasionally 
form in the urinary bladder. 


I have two sebaceous cysts on mv 
scalp. Can these become cencerous? 
Miss A.B., Fla. 
Dear Miss B.: 
These cysts, sometimes known as 
wens, occur on the scalp, but are also 
found on other parts of the body. 
They never become cancerous. They 
are not dangerous. They can become 
troublesome if infected. Then they are 
more difficult to remove. For this 
reason it is wise to have these cysts 
removed promptly.

NEW YORK (AP) - “ I don’t think 
there’s a limit on economic demand,” 
said Peter Flanigan. Human need, he 
insisted, is never satisfied. “ For me, 
for example, it’s a place in the 
mountains and a boat and more.” 
Flanigan, who led the team that 
produced new trade proposals an­ 
nounced last week by President Nixon, 
was introducing what for him is an­ 
other incontestable thesis: “ The most 
effective way to meet demand is in 
free trade.” 
That notion isn’t universally ac­ 
cepted. While trade advocates claim 
that $1 billion of exports produces 
91,000 jobs, protectionist forces claim 
that imports might be destroying as 
many jobs — and industries too. 
Flanigan, assistant to the President 
for international economic affairs, 
believes that free trade promotes the 
most efficient utilization of resources, 
including workers, and thus produces 
the lowest prices. But, he adds, trade 
today isn’t free. 
Europe wants to protect its less 
efficiently 
grown 
crops 
from 
American exports. Japan seeks to 
protect its computer industry. And 
some Americans would like to restrain 
imports of shoes that are produced at 
lower cost abroad. 
The thrust of the President’s ap­ 
proach to world trade negotiations that 
begin 
in 
Septem ber, 
Flanigan 
suggested in an interview, is to 
promote more open and equitable 
trade as the underpinning of in­ 
ternational economic expansion, a 
bonus of which would be to give many 
nations a vested interest in world 
peace. 
It begins with the assumption that 
needless frictions exist because of 
existing inequities. “ There is a fun­ 
damental imbalance in the system,” 
Flanigan said. "It was put in place 
after World War II when we had all the 
chips. Our priority was to rebuild, and 
we were overly generous.” 
As other nations or groups of nations 
regained their competiveness, the 
need to change the monetary and 
trading systems grew evident. Other 


nations could devalue their currencies 
for example, but not the United States 
The old monetary order has nov 
been challenged and buried. Th< 
United States has now devalued ani 
thus, in theory, made its goods mon 
competitive in world markets. But th 
United States still feels sinned agains 
in trade. 
Nixon’s bill, called the Trad 
Reform Act of 1973, calls for 
reduction of trade barriers if othe 
nations are willing to lower theirs, on 
purpose being to bring exports, whic 
totaled $48.8 billion last year, closer t 
the import figure of $55.7 billion. 
Will this deficit be erased by th 
President’s proposals? 


"I don’t know,” said Flanigar 
“ We’re not going into the negotiation 
with the idea of getting a surplus. 
That, he suggested, might take care c 
itself. 
Among the bargaining tools sough 
by the President is unlimited authorit 
to raise, lower or eliminate tariffs, an 
the authority to retaliate against wha 
are perceived to be inequities impose 
against American goods.

Drop In Income Ends Good Living

HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) - The Bob 
Connors used to own a twin-engine, 30- 
foot boat, buy new cars every other 
year, and dine out on steak three times 
a week. 
Now, the boat has been sold, they’re 
still driving their 1967 station wagon 
with 112,000 miles, and a $6 barbecue 
dinner once a month is a special treat. 
Connor, 36, a furniture salesman, 
father of five children with four teen­ 
agers living at home, had been living 
the good life and his only thought was 
that it would get better. But then he 
lost his job and the subsequent 30 per 
cent droD in familv income disrunted 
his dreams. Adding to the problem 
were the rising costs in living and the 
expensive tastes acquired over the 
years. 
The Connors are facing their first 
real financial bind. 
“ I’m desperately concerned,” said 
Connor, a balding man of medium 
build. “ The only thing that keeps me 
going is that I still have a few years 
ahead of me and maybe things will 
pick up for us again.” 
He used to earn about $19,000 as an 
assistant manager at a large furniture 
store in Houston. His wife, Dolores, 
brought 
in 
another 
$6,000 
for 
secretarial and accounting work. 
Their four-bedroom Spanish-style 
house on the outskirts of Houston is 
still decorated with touches of their 
more affluent days. There are several 
sets of Mediterranean furniture, thick 
shag rugs and six-foot plastic 
flowering plants. 
“ We paid cash for everything and 
there wasn’t anything I couldn’t buy if 
I wanted it,” said Dee, a lively, petite 
blonde. Daughters Nancy, Paula and 
Theresa took modeling lessons, Jay 
and Butch were active in the town 
sports programs. The family ex­ 
changed $1,000 worth of gifts at 
Christmas. The Conners had all they 
wanted and about two years ago Dee 
quit her job so she could be home for 
the children. 
Then, last year, Bob left his job for a 
combination of personal reasons and 
pressures on his firm due to increased 
competition. He took another sales 
position paying about $13,000. 
Everything seemed to fall apart at 
the same time. 
There were three operations in the 
family and $5,000 in medical bills and 
no insurance to cover them. Payments 
on the boat, the furniture, the freezer 
started to pile up. Food prices, taxes, 
insurance rates ail went up as well. 
Now, the Connors are several 
thousand dollars in debt. 
In an effort to get clear, Bob sold the 
boat. “ That was so depressing,” said 
Bob grimacing. “ I really felt I ’d had 
my day.” 
The Connors next sold their mutual 
funds and withdrew all their savings. 
They applied for two loans, and con­ 
sidered selling the house to move into 
an apartment. Dee went back to work 
part time as free-lance secretary and 
real estate sales person. 
The penny-pinching and scraping to 
get by began.

Dee supported this month’s meat 
boycott, but then the Connors had not 
been eating much beef the last few 
months. The huge freezer they still 
owe money for is empty. Dee used to 
buy tenderloins for the family for $10. 
She can’t afford to spend that much 
now, and besides that same cut of beef 
has gone up to $13. Their grocery bill is 
about $50 a week, which is about what 
it was two years ago, says Dee, but 
then there were steaks in the shopping 
bags as well. 


Family meals consist of lots of 
chicken, chili, lasagna and spaghetti. 
Bob has gone from 135 to 170 pounds in 
the last year. “ Ifs probably because I 
quit smoking, but it sure must have 
something to do with all that starchy 
stuff we have to eat, too.” 
The Connors talk wistfully about 
“the good old days’’ when things were 
“ flush.” 
“ We took a fantastic vacation once 
to Colorado with the children. We 
charged everything and had $1,300 in 
traveler’s checks, Now, we can’t even 
afford to go to Corpus Christi,” says 
Dee. 


They still have American Express 
and Carte Blanche charge cards but 
keep them only for future days. There 
are no new clothes or spending money 
for the children, and gone are the days 
when they could give 14-year-old Butch 
a custom-made surfboard. 
“ I consider buying a magazine a 
form of entertainment,’’ says Dee, who 
picks up her monthly Cosmopolitan at 
the stands and has kept up her sub­ 
scriptions to Reader’s Digest, National 
Geographic, Bon Appetit and Vintage, 
a gourmet wine magazine to satisfy 
her epicurean tastes. Dee is fascinated 
by French wines, knows the best year 
for Nuits St. Georges, but the only 
bottle on the kitchen shelves now is 
Italian Swiss Colony for cooking. 
Dee, a smart dresser, is partial to 
name designers for herself and her 
daughters, one of whom made the best- 
dressed list at school. 
She was used to spending several 
thousand on clothes but today she can’t 
remember when she last bought a 
dress. 
Both Dee and Bob have to drive 
more than a half hour to work. Keeping 
up the station wagon and the 1970 
Pontiac is an $80 month expense they 
have to cope with. But they have 
started to use the selfservice gas 
stations. A gallon of gas is IO cents 
cheaper there. 
Some pleasures are hard to give up, 
no matter what the cost. “ We bought a 
dog the children all loved only to dis­ 
cover it was allergic to fleas,” said 
Dee. “ Well, you don’t just get rid of the 
dog. So we have to spend about $30 for 
cortisone shots twice a year.” 
It’s important to Dee to look good. 
“ You’ve got to present yourself well to 
the world. I don’t want to look like 
some tacky, dumb housewife and no 
matter how tough things get, I won’t 
give up my make-up 
and 
false 
eyelashes.” 
Dee easily spent $40 a month for 
bleaching her hair, but has been using 
that money to pay off the furniture. 
She wears wigs every day so she 
doesn’t have to go to the beauty parlor 
for a set. There was a time when she 
owned about 20 wigs, but they’ve long 
since been sold and she’s down to 
three. 


“ What I miss most," said Dee, “ is 
not being able to go into a department 
store and buy what I want. Once if I 
saw a beautiful set of crystal glasses, I 
just handed the saleslady $100 and 
walked out w ith a box. I haven’t bought 
anything that wasn’t an absolute 
necessity in months.” 
Bob says he’d really like to have his 
own furniture store some day. But that 
requires lots of capital. For a time the

Chavez Asks 
For Help 
In Dispute 


W ASHINGTON ( AP ) — Farm ­ 
worker union leader Cesar Chavez 
planned an appeal to George Meany 
today for AFL-CIO help in stopping the 
Teamsters union from taking over 
field worker contracts in California. 


Chavez has accused the growers and 
the Teamsters of collusion in attempts 
to crush the United Farm Workers 
Union. 


He also charged in a news con­ 
ference Tuesday that lettuce growers 
had 
made 
illegal payoffs to the 
Teamsters from 1971 through early 
1972 to finance “ goon squads” to 
harass farmworker organizers. 


Chavez, founder and now chief of the 
UFW, said he will ask Meany to 
denounce the Teamsters activities in 
Coachella Valley where, last weekend, 
they said they had assigned contracts 
with 30 of the 32 grape growers who 
had had contracts with Chavez’ union. 


About 1)0 per cent of the workers 
struck the vineyards, Chavez said, but 
“ green carders” —Mexican workers 
who cross into the United States on 
daily permits—are massed at the 
border to replace the strikers. 
“ The Teamsters are trying to 
destroy our union,” Chavez said. “ The 
Teamsters union in farm labor is 
nothing but a company union that 
makes sweetheart contracts with 
growers.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio I A P)— Ohio Bell 
Telephone Co. announced Wednesday 
it is getting tough with college students 
who give false credit card numbers to 
make long distance calls. 


Until now the company has merely 
asked for payment and has not 
prosecuted youths making such calls, 
an Ohio Bell spokesman said, because 
of the “ permanent damaging effect a 
conviction for fraud would have on 
their future careers.” 


But the decision to crack down was 
made because the practice has been 
growing, the spokesman said. 
He said about $5,000 worth of illegal 
phone calls are made each month from 
the Ohio State University campus in 
Columbus and about $25,(MMI a month 
around the state. 
Persons convicted of using false 
credit card numbers could be jailed for 
up to six months and fined up to $500.

ITesident Lon Nol has bowed to U.S. 
pressure and agreed to bring some of 
his opponents into the Cambodian 
government in an attempt to get cease­ 
fire negotiations started with the 
Communists. 
“ I will choose a new prime minister 
to lead the government with the 
participation of the opposition,” the 59- 
vear-old chief of the embattled Phnom 
Penh regime said in a broadcast 
Tuesday night.

to

Republicans and Democrats as well as 
members of his own Social Republican 
party. 
Authoritative sources said I-on Nol 
agreed to broaden the government 
under pressure from I Resident Nixon, 
who sent the vice chief of staff of the 
U.S. Army, Gen. Alexander M. Haig 
Jr., to Cambtxlia last week to assess 
the current Communist threat to 
Phnom Penh.

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The Trial Ot Jesus Of Nazareth personal income up 


EDITOR S NOTE. This is the fourth 
installment of a five-part Easter series 
about Pontius Pilate, the 
Roman 
governor who judged Jesus. In this 
episode, the biblical account is pro­ 
jected against the historical back­ 
ground of Pilate’s typically manipu­ 
lative methods.

From his elevated, portable seat, the 
“ sella,” Pontius Pilate looked down on 
the manacled prisoner and intoned, 
“ Are you the king of the Jew s?” It was 
the formal opening of a Roman trial in 
which the suspect was asked to plea to 
the charge against him. 
In this case, Jesus of Nazareth was 
accused of “ crimen laesae majes- 
tatis,” injury to the majesty of the 
Roman emperor by illegally claiming 
to be king in territory of the empire. It 
was high treason. 
“ You have said so,” he replied, a 
common Hebrew circumlocution that 
may be either noncommittal or imply 
acknowledgement. 
'Hius, in about 29 AT)., began a judi­ 
cial proceeding of immeasurable con­ 
sequences. It has stirred emotions and 
controversy ever since. No trial in his­ 
tory has left so large an impact on 
human consciousness. 
It is the stark monument to the 
memory of Pilate, deputy of the em­ 
peror Tiberius, governor of the im- 
jierial province of Judea, empowered 
with the “ iu gladdi,” the right of the 
sword to hold the Jews in subjugation. 
That he set forth the specific allega­ 
tion at the outset indicates his prior 
familiarity with the case and reasons 
for acting on it. 
But the biblical accounts also depict 
a raucous “ multitude” clamoring for 
execution while a seemingly prudent 
governor hesitates to order it, an im­ 
pression easily contrived with his 
Temple collaborators, and of which the 
accounts give evidence. 
“ The chief priests stirred up the 
crowd,” Mark reports. They “ per­ 
suaded the multitude,” John writes. 
Such a maneuver .squares with the 
designing, yet severe and domineering 
character of Pilate displayed in other 
events of his administration, along 
with his habitual manipulations to 
curry favor with the emperor in 
pursuit of advancement. 
Biblical scholars also point out that 
the gospels were compiled in a subse­ 
quent period when Christianity was 
illegal, under persecution by die em­ 
pire, and to avoid fanning the flames of 
peril, tin* writers would tend to miti­ 
gate the Roman prefect’s role. 
In any case, tin* undefined “ multi­ 
tude” could have been only a tiny 
handful of Jerusalem ’s festival- 
swollen population — more than a mil­ 
lion according to ancient historian 
Josephus — arni even die small pro- 
Roman claque on hand remained out­ 
side the walled court area. 
“ They themselves did not enter tin* 
praetorian,” John’s gospel says, re­ 
ferring to die enclosed, tesselated 
(lavement where Pilate held court. The 
heathen Roman compound was con­ 
sidered defiling to Jews. 
Those (resent, idlers and other fac­ 
totums under influences of the nearby 
Temple’s Saddueean officialdom con­ 
trolled by Rome, must have merely 
clogged the eight-foot gateway, a knot 
of sensation-seekers egged on to shout 
for a hanging. 
“ We found this man perverting our 
nation, and forbidding us to give 
tribute to Caesar, and saying that Im* 
himself is Christ a king,” inciters of 
the group said. “ He stirs up tin* 
people.” 
Pilate leaned back with satisfaction. 
The high priest, Caiaphas, installed by

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Rome as serviceable to its rule, ob­ 
viously had done his job of making it 
appear the natives wanted a convic­ 
tion, that they even respected Caesar, 
despite the actual Jewish loathing for 
Roman rule. 
It was a splendid ploy, Pilate real­ 
ized, and also mutually se lf-protect ive 
both for Caiaphas and Pilate, espe­ 
cially after that rebuke the' governor 
had received from Tiberius for being 
too arbitrarily roughshod. This subtler 
technique should mollify the emperor. 
The governor smoothed the purple 
hem of his toga, gazing indifferently at 
the prisoner. “ Have you no answer to 
make? See how many charges they 
bring against you.” The man didn’t 
reply. 
M ate pursed his lips, vaguely puz­ 
zled. Usually these culprits scream out 
their innocence, but this was a cool 
one. To provide further semblance of 
his own impartiality, Pilate dangled 
the idea of holiday amnesty for one 
prisoner, saying: 
“ Whom do you want me to release 
for you, Bar-rabas, or Jesus who is 
called the Christ?” The jails bulged 
with rebels and bandits, but .special 
pains had been taken to trap this one 
on trial, and the bystanders, by the 
biblical 
record, 
were 
officially 
coached in their answer. 
“ Bar-rabas,” they shot back. That 
should clinch it, Pilate assumed, def­ 
initely making it look as if the vox 
populi disowned this dangerously 
cryptic Jesus, although actually the 
common Jews so adored him that his 
arrest had to be in secret. 
That popular affection shown by 
pressing throngs from the moment 
Jesus entered the city, also had caused 
M ate and his cohorts to set the trial 
just after daybreak before the public 
was aware of it. 
“ It was early,” John writes, so early 
that the entire affair — which included 
a delaying march across town to let 
Herod Antipas, Rome’s tetrarch of 
Galilee, twit tig* prisoner — was over 
and Jesus already was on the cross by 
the third hour — 9a.m. 
That extraordinary timing, given in 
Mark 15:25, reveals the deliberate 
haste to circumvent a public outcry. 
Other prisoners languished in cells in­ 
definitely before trial or execution, but 
Jesus was rushed through it feverishly 
within hours of his midnight arrest. 
Cooperating Temple officials such as 
Caiaphas, owing their positions to P i­ 
late, evidently had rounded up em­ 
ployes and loiterers to stage the early- 
morning calls for conviction before 
ordinary worshippers arrived in the 
area. 
Tradition locates Ute praetorian at 
the Tower of Antonia, adjacent to tin* 
Temple. 
That Pilate himself would lie waiting 
at such an early hour to pass judgment 
on the case strongly demonstrates his 
engineering of it. Also, the Temple 
priests would hardly have been there 
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on their busiest Passover day except 
under compulsion. It was Pilate’s 
timetable. 
“ Then what shall I do with Jesus who 
is called Christ?” He put the question, 
knowing the answer before it came 
back. 


“ I/?t him be crucified.” 
As the heartless game continued, a 
clerical “ apparitor” of the court 
handed M ate a note. “ Have nothing to 
do with that righteous man, for I have 
suffered much over him today in a 
dream.” It came from his wife, 
Procula. 
The governor scowled, annoyed at 
her introspective nature, investing 
mere dreams with the ominous reality 
of revelations. She had a perverse re­ 
ligious streak, even considering the 
Jewish idea of one divinity more 
sensible than Rome’s multiplicity of 
gods. 
M ate had no use for either, except 
for the professional expedience of 
burning incense to Tiberius. Then he 
recalled how (Jalpurnia, wife of Julius 
Caesar, warned him because of a 
dream not to go to the forum on the day 
of his assassination. 
Discomfited, M ate stood up and 
headed into his adjacent office, sig­ 
nalling 
the 
guards to 
bring 
the 
prisoner. There in the privacy of his 
curtained 
chamber, 
behind 
the 
“ velum” door hanging, he gave play to 
momentary curiosity. “ What have you 
done?” 
Jesus, eyeing him levelly despite his 
bruises and a sleepless night of inter­ 
rogation. said, “ My kingship is not of 
this world. If my kingship were of this 
world, my servants would fight.” 
This nettled M ate, and he resumed 
his condescending tone, “ So you are a 
king'” ’ 


Irony flickered in Jesus gaze. “ You 
say that I am a king. For this I was 
born, and for this I have come into the 
world, to bear witness to the truth.” 
Pilate arched his brows, snorting, 
“ What is truth?” The interview was 
over. He snapped his “ vitus” staff on 
the table and directed the guards to 
.scourge the prisoner. 
In the Roman “ flagellatio,” con­ 
demned prisoners were flogged with a 
whip tipped with bone and metal be­ 
fore crucifixion. Hie troops took their 
time at it, and afterward draped Jesus 
with a scarlet sagam, a woven crown 
of thorns and put a reed in his hand for 
a mock scepter. 
“ Hail, King of the Jew s!” they 
taunted, lauglung. 
The outcome was settled, but M ate 
allowed some final touches to the act 
after 
the lacerated prisoner 
was 
shoved hack in front of the tribunal. 
“ Here is the man,” the governor said 
cynically of the weakened, bleeding 
Jesus. “ I find no crime in him.” 
'Hie troopers chuckled. 
The crowd reacted with mechanical 
deference to Rome. “ If you release 
this man, you are not Caesar’s friend. 
Every one who makes himself a king 
sets himself against Caesar.” It was a 
line fit for Tiberius himself. 
Mate, jealous of his acceptance into 
the emperor’s intimate circle of offi­ 
cial friends as “ amici Caesaris,” re­ 
taliated by goading his trained seals, 
“ Shall I crucify your King?” 
“ Crucify him! . . . We have no king 
but Caesar.” 
It was utterly absurd, but neatly 
managed politics. The Jews hated 
Roman domination, regarded the em­ 
pire as licentious, sensualist, tyran­ 
nical, abhorred its state gods, plotted 
against its tax tribute, mounted un­ 
ceasing revolts against it, hurled their 
(hilly 
maledictions 
whenever 
they 
passed tin* Roman garrison of Antonia. 
No place on earth was the empire so 
implacably despised. “ To the Jews all 
things are profane that we hold dear,” 
wrote the ancient Roman historian 
Tacitus. Their revered Torah, in 
Deuteronomy 17:15, decreed: “ You 
must not (int a foreigner over you.” To 
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them this was holy ground, God’s 
ground, and Rome’s alien rule polluted 
it. 
However, Pilate needed his outward 
show of support to condemn Jesus, who 
gripped the hearts and hopes of so 
many ordinary Jews, and the governor 
had the power to line up his chorus. 
M ate, savoring his supremacy over 
the situation, offered a final bit of 
theatrics. Taking a bowl of water, he 
rinsed his hands in it, saying, “ I am 
innocent of this man’s blood.” 
But in the end, only he could render 
the verdict. He could have acquitted 
Jesus, and by the record, it was never 
his nature to accede to popular de­ 
mands. But in this case, he needed a 
pretense of it. 
Now, after the spectacle, he wrote 
out the official “ titulus qui causam 
poenae indicat,” specifying the con­ 
victed man’s offense and reason for his 
punishment, so spectators would be 
aware of the fate of its perpetrators. 
The inscription read, “ The King of 
the Jews.” In Roman eyes, as Pilate 
judged it, Jesus threatened the might 
and suzerainty of Caesar, an aspiring 
“ king” in treason to the empire. 
He stirred so much life in the poor, so 
much courage in the persecuted, so 
much health and gladness in the or­ 
dinary people of the land that he was 
deemed unsafe to the masters of the 
world. 
The chief priests complained, “ Do 
not write, The King of the Jews,’ but 
‘This man said, I am king of the Jews.” 
M ate snapped, “ What I have writ­ 
ten, I have written.” He pointed his 
“ vitus” staff at the prisoner, and with 
military crispness, gave the order to 
the execution detail. “ Crucify him.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Personal 
income in the United States rose $6.7 
billion in March and for the first time 
exceeded $1 trillion at an adjusted 
annual rate, the Commerce Depart­ 
ment reported Wednesday. 


The 
March 
increase 
meant 
Americans were receiving personal 
income at an annual rate of $1,001.2 
billion, or slightly more than $1 trillion, 
if income receipts stayed at the March 
level throughout the remainder of the 
year. 
The annual personal income rate in 
February was $994.5 billion. 
The Commerce Department said 
wage and salary disbursements rose 
$5.7 billion in March, the same as in 


February, with factory payrolls up by 
$1.8 billion. 
It said the March gains in payrolls 
was due to higher employment and 
higher average hourly earnings. Most 
industries showed small to moderate 
payroll gains, with the biggest in­ 
creases in machinery, lumber, fur­ 
niture, apparel and chemicals. 
The figures are seasonally adjusted, 
which means that normal seasonal 
variations have been taken into effect 
in reporting the trends.

There could be 
many answers to that question. Most 
girls would probably say they are 
there now, no matter what their age. 
Many of the fiction writers whose 
stories are for the eleven-to fourteen- 
year-old readers believe that is the 
dangerous, and probably the most 
important, age for a young girl. That is 
her time to grow, to wonder, and to 
express her emotions.

David 
Nissen, thumbing through transcripts 
of Ellsberg’s public speeches, asked if 
the defendant hadn’t accused U.S.

crimes. 
‘i ’m not a lawyer, Mr. Nissen,” 
Ellsberg replied. “ But as I read the 
law, I believe there were illegal ac­ 
tions, some of which, I regret to say, I 
participated in myself, without asking 
myself what they were.” 
Ellsberg stressed repeatedly that his 
understanding of the principles of 
international law are those of a 
layman. Defense attorneys, who had 
planned to rest their case after 
Ellsberg left the witness stand, 
changed their minds and decided to 
summon Falk for an expert’s opinion.

The Financial Institutions, In ­ 
surance and Elections Committee, by 
a 6-3 vote, turned down a motion to 
recommend the resolution for passage. 
Sen. Stanley J. Aronoff, R-8 Cin­ 
cinnati, committee chairman, said it 
meant the death of the issue during the 
current session. The resolution was 
also killed in the Senate two years 
earlier. 
“ I see no possibility of it being 
revived,” Aronoff said, “ because of 
the overwhelming negative vote.

Officials of a General Motors plant 
here are urging acceptance of its 
double-alkali sulphur dioxide removal 
system, which they say is capable of 
removing about 90 per cent of the 
pollutant. 
“ But this is only a demonstration 
unit,” Dragos said. “ Very few large 
industrial or electric companies will be 
able to comply by 1975.” 
At the same time, EPA officials 
contend the technology for sulphur 
dioxide removal is available, but coal- 
using industries have been lax in 
applying removal methods.

Ancient City O f Anshan 
Could Change History Books 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )—An Ohio 
State University anthropologist says 
his discovery of the ancient city of 
Anshan in southwestern Iran disproves 
the theory that Mesopotomia was the 
exclusive location of early Near 
Eastern urban civilization. 


Dr. William M. Sumner said his 
excavations show the city existed as 
far back as 3,000 to 3,200 B.C. 
This is about the same time, Sumner 
said, attributed to the first cities in 
Mesopotomia, an area in the lower 
valley of the Tigris and Euphrates 
Rivers. 


“ Anshan is as old as Mesopotomia," 
Sumner said. “ Whether it is older we 
won’t know until we make further 
digs.” 
Anshan is about 700 miles from 
Mesopotomia. 


Sumner said material he has found 
at Aashan indicates the city had 
“ contact and trade with other cities, 
probably including Mesopotomia. 
“ Mesopotomia was a resource- 
starved area," he said. “ Just rivers 
and clay. They needed to lx‘ provided 
with stone and wood to build with. 
There was plenty of wood and stone in 
Anshan, which is located in the Zagros 
Mountains.” 
Sumner believes the city was 
abandoned in the first or second 
century A.I). He thinks the population 
ranged from 10,000 to 30,000. 
Sumner discovered Anshan in 1967 
while doing research work for his 
doctorate degree. He returned in 1971 
for a month of excavation, dug for two 
more months last year and plans to 
return in the fall of 1974 for several 
more months of work

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Harshci Opposes Diverting 
Highway Trust Funds 
M eans Tells O f Indian Despair 


Diverting highway trust funds for 
mass transit would be a “ deadly mis­ 
take” warned Rep. William H. Harsha 
of Ohio’s Sixth Congressional District 
which includes Pickaway County. 
Harsha contends it would not only 
hamper needed highway improve­ 
ments but also would cripple vital 
highway safety programs. 
“ There 
isn’t enough money to do both,” he 
argued today as he urged the House of 
Representatives, during a floor debate 
on highway legislation, not to open the 
trust fund for mass transit purposes. 
Most rural area congressmen oppose 
the legislation to free the money for 
mass traasit because they believe it 
would benefit only the large cities. 
“ Just to meet the Nation’s essential 
highway needs would cost $300 billion 
while present trust fund revenues 
could supply only half of that amount,” 
explained Harsha, the ranking Repub­ 
lican on the House Public Works Com­ 
mittee. 
“ I am not talking about new con­ 
struction. Ninety-three per cent of the 
$300 billion is earmarked for improve­ 
ment of existing roads, a vast majority 
(80 per cent) of which was constructed 
as early as 1930 or before and requires 
upgrading. In fact, as of 1970, half of all 
urban highways and 70 per cent of all 
rural roads were deficient.

Bill Passes 
Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
- College 
students would be eligible for $872 
million in federal aid to help them 
attend school if an emergency money 
bdl gets presidential approval. 
The bill, passed by Congress Wed­ 
nesday, would direct President Nixon 
to continue the existing student aid 
programs instead of putting most of 
the money into a new one, as Ik* had 
requested. 
'Hie $872 million for student aid is the 
same amount Nixon requested, but the 
bill provides only $122 million for the 
new basic grant program lastead of 
the $622 million asked. 
The Senate originally voted to raise 
the money for the new program to $385 
million, but in conference with the 
House the higher figure was dropped in 
favor of the House version. 
Sen. Claiborne Pell, D-R.I., who 
originally proposed tin* new program, 
objected strongly to the conference 
agreement but accepted it because of 
what lie said was the urgent need of tin* 
colleges to know what financial aid will 
lie available for students now applying 
for tile fall term. 
Pell said the allocation of funds in 
the bill would “destroy much of tile 
effectiveness of the new program” for 
this year. He voiced hope Congress 
would greatly increase the funds for it 
in the fiscal 1974 budget, in which 
Nixon requested $959 million.

Court Upholds 
O il Spillage Law 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Federal law 
presents no barrier to tough state laws 
imposing full liability on shippers for 
oil spill damage, tin* Supreme Court 
unanimously held Wednesday. 
The court in an opinion written by its 
environmentalist William O. Douglas 
upheld a law which had lieen declared 
invalid by a three-judge federal panel 
in Florida. 
The state law imposes strict liability 
for damages caused by oil spills in 
Florida’s territorial waters from any 
oil handling or drilling operation, or 
from any ship involved with such a 
facility.

He cited National Safety 
Council predictions that during the 
1970’s alone, 600,000 people will lose 
their lives and over 20 million will be 
seriously injured, with the economic 
waste for highway mishaps approach­ 
ing $200 billion. 
"These horrendous statistics for 
fatalities in just one decade rival the 
total amount of casualties for all the 
wars in which this country has ever 
been involved in nearly 200 years; and 
for injuries, this figure is 12 times as 
many as were wounded in these wars,” 
he said. 
“ Stopping this carnage and needless 
waste of American lives and dollars 
seems to me to be of an unquestionably 
higher priority than the alleviation of 
highway congestion, particularly when 
even the 1972 Department of Trans­ 
portation report indicates that major 
shifts in funds, while improving 
transit, would (k> very little to change 
air pollution and would result in in­ 
creased highway fatalities. 
"Hy diverting trust funds away from 
highway safety, then, we would be 
jeopardizing the lives and limbs of 
every person using the highways, and I 
(k) not want the responsibility on my 
head for supporting such a deadly mis­ 
take,” Harsha concluded.

American Indian Movement leader 
Russell Means says he recalls his 
daughter returning from school and 
asking, “ Daddy, where were the In­ 
dians when Columbus discovered 
America?” 


The despair that leads to high 
suicide rates among Indians and such 
circumstances as at Wounded Knee, 
S.D., “ starts right there,” in school, he 
said Wednesday. 


Means told a City Club audience he 
returned to Cleveland with two ob­ 
jectives: 
“ To raise funds for our legal 
defense, and to tell the truth as we 
know it inside Wounded Knee.” 
He said the government and the 
news media presented in occupation of 
the South Dakota hamlet as an 
uprising led by outsiders and as In- 
dian-iastigated violence. 
Hut Means said the occupation came 
at the request of local Indians, and that 


the violence had been precipitated by 
the government. 
Means 
surrendered 
to 
the 
surrounding army of U.S. marshals 
earlier this month in return for a 
meeting with White House officials. 
But he said that agreement also had 
been violated in several respects by 
federal officials, and he told the 
Clevelanders they could add it to the 
list of broken treaties between Indians 
and the United States. 
Since his surrender, Means has been 
freed on $25,000 bond, although he still 
faces trial on ll federal charges 
ranging from burglary and arson to 
assaulting federal officers. 
Meaas, who spent several years in 
Cleveland when the AIM headquarters 
was here, noted that he returned as a 
celebrity. 
“ I just think it’s sad while I lived 
here I was ignored, and that violence 
brought me here to the Cleveland City 
Club,” he said. 
Throughout his speech, Means urged 


white Americans to “ find out the truth 
about Wounded Knee.” 
“ The ignorance of non-Indian people 
as to what Indian people are all about I 
think is a shame,” he said, adding 
later that it was also crippling to In­ 
dians’ spirit. 
Referring to a high rate of suicide 
among Indians, Means said despair 
begins in school “ when you begin to 
realize your way of life is completely 
wrong” and that “ you should stop 
being a pagan and a primitive and 
become a civilized white person.” 
Means said the federal government 
“ has two choices” at Wounded Knee. 
Either "they live up to their own laws, 
or two...they massacre us,” he said. 
He said the Indians want “ our own 
soverignty as separate nations,” a 
soverignty which he said “ has been de­ 
fined by the Supreme Court of the 
United States.” 
“ If we lose at Wounded Knee, 
everybody loses,” he said. “ If you do 
not take a very close look at what is 


happening at Wounded Knee, then you 
don’t know what your country is all 
about and you don’t deserve it.”

Views On Television 


NEW YORK ( A P ) - I f you 
hear “The I/me Ranger” on 
radio these days, don’t be 
alarmed. It’s still 1973. 
What is happening is an 
aural time warp caused by 
Charles Michelson, a New 
York broadcasting veteran 
who for eight years has been 
promoting a gradual mini- 
boom in radio nostalgia. 
He owns 
the 
rights to 
rebroadcast a dozen half-hour 
radio series that were the real 
biggies of the 1940s, series 
like “The Green Hornet,” 
‘ ‘ T h e 
S h a d o w , ’ ’ 
“ G a n g b u s t e r s ” 
and 
‘ Sherlock Holmes.” 
He began leasing them to 
stations in 1965 and says the 
shows now can be heard on 
more than 400 stations in 
major, medium and minor 
markets across the U.S. 
Michelson got in the broad­ 
casting business in 1938 as a 
distributor of the shows that 
now are his golden oldies. His 
market went flat in the 1950s 
with the arrival of television. 
He went into television as a 
buyer of U.S. programs for 
overseas TV stations. But he 
kept the 
16-inch shellac 
records on which the words 
and deeds of I Lamont Cran­ 
ston, Kato and others were 
preserved. 
“ We 
decided 
around 
Christmastime in 1964 to 
throw out these old records,” 
said Michelson, 63. “But just 
before we did it, I got a little 
sentimental — it must have 
teen the holiday season — 
and I said, let’s see if maybe 
we can do something with 
them’.” 
Whereupon lie wrote to 
friends he’d known for years 
at 25 key radio stations in the 
U.S. He proposed a revival of 
radio’s golden days.

said they were interested and 
lie was in business. 
But first there was a period 
of negotiations with the

actors, 
anymore,” he laughed. “We 
finally had a committee of 
actors from the old days 
come in and listen to the 
shows 
and 
identify 
the 
voices.” 
The necessary fee arrange­ 
ments were made and he 
went to work. 
Oddly enough, the greatest 
faas at tile start were college 
students running campus 
radio stations. 
“They looked on this as 
camp material, you might 
say,” observed 
Michelson, 
who says the radio nostalgia 
market now falls roughly into 
three categories. 
One is the youth market, 
teen-agers for whom “The 
I/inc Ranger” is something 
new and exciting. The second 
is the memory lane market, 
people who grew up listening 
to radio. Tile third is the 
freeway market, motorists 
who’d ratter hear “Fibber 
McGee and Molly” than 
music or news during the 
rush hour.

CAIRO (A P) — Man may 
not live by bread alone, but 
many Egyptians eat little 
else. 
To make matters worse, a 
recent survey found much of 
the bread is under the legal 
weight, is of poor quality and 
may contain bran, stone dust, 
or pebbles. 
Egyptians eat some 620 
grams of bread a day, 
compared to 137 grams daily 
for 
Europeans, 
120 
for 
Africans and 67 grams for 
Americans, according to Dr. 
Ismail Abdou, director of the 
nutrition institute. 
The dependency on bread 
underlines the weakness of 
the nutrition and economic 
levels, observers say. 
AIhIou says bread provides 
some 70 per cent of the energy 
and protein needs of the 
average Egyptian and may 
provide as much as 93 per 
cent for the poorer persons 
who can afford little else. 
But 
he says 
this vital 
commodity 
has 
lost 
its 
nutritive value as recipes for 
flour and baked bread are 
increasingly violated. The 
difference means a loaf of 
bread may provide only 9 per 
cent 
of 
the 
protein 
requirements, inst**ad of 24.6 
|)er cent, he says. 
He favors following the lead 
of Europe* and the United 
States 
and 
introducing 
vitamin enriched bread. 
Mustafa Kamal Mourad, a 
member of 
Parliam ent’s 
Economic Committee, says 
Cairo's 6 million inhabitants 
consume some 20 million 
loaves of bread a day, most of 
it in the form of bigger than 
dinner plate size hollow 
pancakes weighing some 145 
grams each. 
The government spends 
some $46 million annually to 
keep tile price of this type of 
bread to half a piastra—or 
one U.S. penny. 
Egypt, which produces 
alnnit 701),(MMI tons of wheat 
annually, must import about 
2.3 million tons each year. 
But tile owner of a bakery 
in Cairo says the flour used to 
make bread now days is the 
worst available in the 20
